we have come to regard me 
right to political liberty as the common 
right of humankind 
Year after year 
within thesecurity of our borders 
we 
have continued to rejoice in the peace 
ful increase of freedom and democracy 
throughout tho world 
And yet now 
suddenly 
we 
are 
confronted 
with a 
menace which 
endangers 
everything 
that wo have won 
and everything that 
the world has won 
In all its old insolence with 
all its 
ancient cruelty and 
injustice 
military 
autocracy 
has 
again 
armed 
itself 
against the pacific hopes of men 
Hav ¬ 
ing suppressed self government among 
its own people by an organization main ¬
